WASHINGTON, D. G., April 10.— 


The peaceful surrender of Chamber- 
lain, in accordance with the decision 
which he made on the 2d of April, 
when he first left Washington, occa- 
sioned great surprise here to-day among 
his friends.

returned here from New York, he in- 
formed Senator Patterson that ^e had 
changed his mind, and intended to 
contest Hampton's demnd till Con- 
gress met, when he hoped for relief at 
Tea t from tha Senate.

Patterson is indignant at 
Chamberlain's course, and says, in an 
interview, that it ends the Republican 
party in South Carolina.

further that he shall vote for the ad> 
mission of M. C. Butler to the United 
States Senate, and seriously intimated 
that the Republican Senators from the 
South would vote with the Democrats 
m the Senate hereafter.

blood at Hamburg last July. 
What 


can be expected of a constituency that 
desires such a man to represent them, 
when it comes to protecting negroes in 
the right of citizenship? 
Hampton 


may be honest in his intentions, but he 
has not the power to control tha hatred 
and prejudice of tha old rebel element, 
Hampton knows there is a Republican 
majority in South Carolina of not less 
than 20,000, if the negroes are allowed 
to vote their eentimeiita, and ia there 
any one so silly as to believe that hs 
proposes to allow this majority to assert 
itstlf? 
If so, the next State election 


will fully undeceive them. 
Hereafter 


the same kind of peace that reigns ia 
Mississippi will prevail in South Caro- 
lina—a peace brought about by the 
complete subjugation of tha colored 
race. The old rebel element in South 
Carolina finds itself now, for the first 
time since the close of the war, in 
power, and DO consideration for the 
rights of the negro will induce it to 
relax its grasp. 
Whatever means may 


be found necessary to retain the power 
it has gained will be employed, and if 
the future is to be judgad by the past 
no crimes will be too horrible to receive 
tho approval of the South Carolina 
Democracy. 
If the negroes, recogniz- 


ing the situation, accept it without a 
straggle, there will be peace; if they 
attempt to exercise their Constitutional 
rights, and at a future election make an 
effort to vote according to their own 
ccnvictiona of right and duty, tbe 
batcher Batter and his assistants will 
no doubt ba found ready to use the 
same means that wero so effectually 
employed at Hamburg. In tha eyes of 
a Southern Democrat the end justifies 
the means, when that end is the gain- 
ing of power or tha retaining of power 
already eained —Bloomington Leader.
